ANB SHICHIGAN O44 Lane, on Wednesday last, sent ont a scout- 
ing perty to observe the movements of Price 
and Lis gong. They resurned on Friday, hav- 
ing made a thorough reconnoissasce of all the 
country in that vicinity. They found Price at 
Rose Hill, twenty miles from Le>iagion, and 
as near as they could ascertain, was throwing 
up temporary entrenchments, They report: 
that Price's force has been exaggerated as te 
numbers and efficiency, and that there is ¢ reat 
discontent in his camp. Before leaving Lex 
ington, he dismounted all his men but two 
thousand, end sent the hordes across to the 
north side of the river, solely, it is alleged, to 
prevent wholesale desertions. Half his mea 
are barefooted, and all not effectively armed. 
It is the opinion at Kansas City, that his 
army will gradually melt away as he gos 
southward, endthet uuless Fremont makes 
haste, hewill find nobody to fight. 

A few additional particulars touching the 
expedition to Osceola are given us: The bat- 
tle at the town was very ebort. Not over two 
hundred of the enemy were there and they 
econ fed, leaving the inhabitants to continue 
the fight, which they did by firing from their 
houses with some efluct. Before Lane ordered 
fhe town to be burned, he made an citinate 
of the quastity of rebel stores ia the face. 
Three thousand sacks of flour, five hundred 
barrels of sugar and molasses, fifty sacks of 
coffee, a quantity of beacon and « great stock | 
of camp utenelis were destroyed, and with 
them every house save enoug) cabins to shel.

National like personal frien ‘iships,spring 
from affinities of character, sentiment and 
ideas, as well as of interest; and like the 
latter, are incompatible with unmerited 
distrust or unjast- crimination. In the un- 
avoidable conflicts of interest and com- 
plications of political relations, incident 
to all human governments, jars and suspi- 
cions may be engendered; but not fatally, 
‘when met with justice, magnanmity and 
good faith, The history of our American 
diplomacy with France has been stamped 
throughout’with unequivocal demonstra- 
tious of the honesty, sincerity and frank- 

, mess, in the relations of both countries, 
which are the only guaranty of interma- 
tiona! friendship. 
@lolding these sentiments, we have 
deeply regreited the attempts recently 
made by the American press to discredit 
tre sincerity and policy of the French gov- 
ernment jn our present national troubles, 
by unwerthy charges of hostility to the 
American Udion, and designs to frustrate 
. the energetic intentions of our Govern- 
_ ment for its restoration. The entertain- 
ment of any such sentiments and designs 
is net only irreconcilable with all the aate- 
cedents of her history, but is utierly at 
yariance with the dictates of policy and 
‘Interest. One can hardly conceive a 
possible motive in the French nation for 
hostile intervention to defeat the restora- 
tion in its entirety of our Federal Union, 
Which, by its compactness and unity, bas 
given an energy and ever-growing import- 
ance to our. foreign commerce, which 8 
separation of these United States must at 
once paralyze. In maintaing the equipoise 
~ Of political power in Europe, moreorer, 
this coumtry, even with its well known 
neutrality in foreign politics, has exer- 
cised, as it must continue to exercise, so 
Jong as its Union remaius inviolate, an 
effective, though silent influence. The 
vast resources it possesses as one of the 
greatest naval powers ua the globe, render 
its reserved agency in the possible con- 
flicts of Europe, of no insignificant weight. 
But apart from all considerations of 
mere interest and policy, neither the 
French people nor its government is pre- 
pared, we feel assured, to ignore and anaul 
the traditionary alliance which has bound 
together both nations in unbroken faith:
